SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The publication, a five page typed story, is objectionable under s3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993. It promotes and supports the use of 
violence and coercion to compel any person to submit to sexual conduct, and 
promotes and supports the use of urine and excrement in association with degrading 
and dehumanising conduct and sexual conduct, by encouraging the reader to be 
sexually aroused by these things. 

From the circumstances it is reasonable to assume that this story is being distributed, 
alongside other material, using the means of a personal letter. The availability of the 
publication is therefore likely to be injurious to the public good, and it is classified as 
objectionable. 
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
